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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6-11, and 15-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest either in singly or in combination a semiconductor 
device having a pair of fuse terminals embedded in a pair of trenches, a fuse element in contact 
with the fuse terminals; an electrode pad embedded in the first dielectric film and having a 
conductive film disposed thereon; a second dielectric film overlying the first dielectric film and 
covering the fuse terminals; and an opening disposed in the second dielectric film that exposes at 
least a portion of the electrode pad and the conductive film, and other elements in the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
